The best bets are the Princess Sapieha's novel, BEYOND THIS SHORE (Lippincott), with 
its undercurrents of autobiography; a good romantic movel, MISSISSIPPI BELLE by Clem- 
ents Ripley (Appleton-Century); a biographical novel with a punch, BRIDE OF GLORY by 
Bradda Field (Greystone), Names which mean predictable sales are Lion Feuchtwanger, 
with JOSEPHUS AND THE EMPEROR (Viking); W, R. Burnett with THE QUICK BROWN FOX (Knopf); 
Jules Romains with volume X of MEN OF GOOD WILL (Knopf); Eltzabeth Corbett with THE 
KIMBALL COLLECTION (Appleton-Century); and André Maurots with A TIME FOR SILENCE, 
Appleton-Century). But see below for reports - we don't think they are up to grade.

Henry, Gene MISS BRONSKA Dodd, Mead 
Appealing tales of a little, old woman, Polish refugee in England, and 
feeling nothing too much to do for her adopted country. Some of them have appeared 
in the SEP, as a series of gallant adventures. First she restores independence to a 
blinded R. A. F. officer, by indicating ways in which he can’‘still serve his country 
and win his dream of love; next a week's rest cure finds her bringing life to some 
evacuated children who are death on parachutists; she gets on the trail of a spy only 
to find him a Polish patriot and her means of reunion with her nephew; she reunites 

a father and daughter, she plugs a leak to enemy information; she makes the lives of 
others richer. Sentimental but with a real pull. $2.00

Hanna, Evelyn SUGAR IN THE GOURD Dutton 


Very good reading and should have a substantial woman's market. This is 
her second novel of the South (the first was Blackberry Winter) - a story of conflict 
between two sisters, daughters of the owner of a Georgia peach orchard. Claire has 
left the South and returns from time to time with increasing sophistication, arrogance, 
assurance; Sabina, fragile, aloof, finds escape through self-deceiving dreams. Both 
appeal to Barrett Page, a Northerner, who is secretly married to Claire, who eventual- 
ly divorces him leaving him free to return to Sabina. Torn still between the two of 
them, this marriage also faces failure until Fate takes over to save it. Good roman- 
tic novel, definitely keyed to women's interests. Upper cut rental value. $2.50

Wilson, Mary Badger CANON BRETT Greystone 


Canon Brett was rector of a parish, and had been elected Canon of the pro- 
posed cathedral in a large American city. This is a serious and somewhat controver-— 
sial novel in which the conflict between his personal life and his acceptance of the 
traditions of his church creates a situation beyond his handling. He has fallen in 
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love with a married women, who leaves her alcoholic husband, and the Bishop, drawn as 

a "money-changer" and hypocrite, uses the rumor of their relationship (an innocent one) 
as a Jever to rid himself of a man who has not been afraid to side with the Dean in an 
issue which had resulted in the Dean's removal, a sad blow to the spirit behind the 
building of the cathedral. Brett gives up Lisa, who divorces her husband, thus be- 
coming yet more "untouchable" in the eyes of his church. A human tale, convincingly 
handled. $2.50 


Shaw, Irwin WELCOME TO THE CITY Random House 


Some of these stories have been published in The New Yorker. They are not 
everybody's dish, but for those to whom Shaw's sensitivity to currents of human con- 
flict marks distinction, this is a thoroughly worthwhile collection. Stories of human 
misunderstandings, of loneliness, unhappiness, of inner worlds at conflict with outer, 
of sympathy devoid of Saroyan-maudlinity. In quiet contrasts, in a warm love of peo- 
ple, Shaw sketches relationships of all types in revealing fashion, - from writers 
Striving to escape the desperation of the war to an Italian winning justice in his own 
way, from a woman baiting her husband to Jew baiting that doesn't come off - a wide 
range of mood and incident, seventeen in all, with the title story the least effective.

* A book with wider appeal than The City Lies Foursquare, straight realism 


in a quiet, intelligent family portrait, which reads well. A substantial novel, ina 
story of a family between the wars, the father easy-going, unambitious, content with a 
small job at the ironworks, the wife, on whom the family depends, and four children, 
as they grow up, still held together by family bonds, each with his or her own per- 
sonal-problem to meet. Convincing reading, for those who like family novels. $2,50

Rogers, Samuel FLORA SHAWN Messner 


Semi-popularized psychological study of an arrogant, attractive, perverse 
young woman who frustrates all, including herself. There's a background of a child- 
hood dominated by a syphilitic father and a chauffeur with a sexual penchant for young 
girls, which nonetheless did not seem to mark her too deeply. She was loved by Clark 
who did not have the courage or vitality to seduce her, with the result that she jilt- 
ed him for his best friend, a musician. The marriage ends in divorce and a return to 
the faithful Clark, who leaves her when he finds out what she is. The story ends with 
a closeup of an alcoholic escape. Doesn't add up to anything much, has a slightly 
lurid cast. Certainly not what the doctor orders for P. L's. Far cry from Dusk at 


the Grove, which won The Atlantic prize. $2.50

Feuchtwanger, Lion JOSEPHUS AND THE EMPEROR Viking 


The third in the trilogy dealing with the famous Jewish historian. With a 
gap of seven years (January 1935) since The Jew of Rome, it may prove a difficult book 
to sell, since many threads go back to characters and incidents of the previous books. 
Somehow, it failed to catch my imagination in the way its predecessors did. Josephus’ 
inner conflicts were less apparent; he seems to be frightened rather than torn, his 
sudden burst of courage is unconvincing, his ambition and its dire results did not stir 
sympathy. The period spans the time of his retirement, as he works on his History of 
the Jews, up to his death, victim of Domitian's fears and jealousy and dictator com- 
plexes. Vigorous picture of decadent Rome, with a singularly modern slant in the rumb- 


lings of anti-Semitism, the betrayals of class against class, and the rationalization

Ramsey, Robert FIRE IN SUMMER Viking 


Unsparing brutal realism, in the tradition of Caldwell and Faulkner, but 
less ironic than the one, less crude than the other, and with more compassion than 
either - this is the story of a southern share cropper and his driving anger. "Pa" 
is forced to go on the road, until he finds work with the powerful and inhuman Fallon 
to whom it means nothing that his laborers come down with malaria for lack of screens 
to their hovels, and nothing that "Pa's" daughter, Jewel, is raped by the man who runs 
the commissary. "Pa's" anger against Fallon crystallizes itself in anger against the 
Negroes who share his conditions. Jewel runs away to Memphis; "Pa" goes on relief, 
and betters himself thereby. But when the relief project closes down, his brooding 
violence breaks out and he attacks a Negro road gang with an axe. Limited - effective- 
but contributes nothing to the picture of the underprivileged. A book that seems un- 
likely to override the lagging interest in novels of the kind. $2.50

eeee jumped over the lazy dog" rounds out the quotation - this five finger 
exercise on the typewriter. And that is pretty much what it adds up to, a disappoint- 
ing book from a man who can do much much better. Burnett can generally be counted on 
for a good yarn, stock characters well drawn, good craftsmanship. But this story is 
uneven in the telling, and the author never comes to grips with his story of his 
characters. The central figure is a youngish newspaperman, something of a stick, who 
cannot make up his mind whether he is in love with the girl back home, the boss's 
daughter, or the erratic, emotional Jean whose interest is centered in a rotter of a 
cousin, who turns up, after five years' mysterious silence, with two toughies, and a 
story which turns the town upside down and inside out. No go, so far as I am con-

Very i-dotting, t-crossing study of the remaking of a man, as young curate 
Noel Herriot, sheltered, withdrawn, is sent by his doctor to the African desert. He 
keeps his profession secret, and merges himself in the life about him, becoming in- 
volved with two women, Azziza, an Ouled Nail dancing girl, and Madame de Pleuniers, 
wife of the commanding officer of the district. A long recapitulation of unworldli- 
ness merged into worldliness, of the desert and its influence, of the white adapting 
himself to the country and its people, of a man, young in years and emotional develop- 
ment, growing up through bitter teaching. Hichens' fans should take this in their 
stride, me, I lope.

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Slaughter, Frank G. SPENCER BRADE, M. D. Doubleday, Doran 


That None Should Die won some staunch adherents last season, as a cour- 
ageous doctor story, but a sale that was disappointing. This should widen his market, 
for there is less M. D. dialectics in this than in the first, a tighter story, and 
Still a good bit of operative detail. Spencer Brade is a weakling, unable to stand up 
to reverses, and losing faith in his profession when he fails to land a promised job. 
He goes out for what he can get, marries a girl who has gotten into trouble,in ex- 
change for a financial backing. He gets in with a clinic for the social rich (abor- 
tions et al), makes enough to square his debts to his wife, and eventually, due to his 
drinking, makes a mistake and loses a patient. Gone is the wife who was never a wife 
to him - gone his professional standing -— he goes away for a year, to get hold of hinm- 
self, and then returns to stage a comeback with the help of the cooperative clinic on 
which he had turned his back in his prosperous days. Engrossing reading, but a rental

Waters, Frank THE MAN WHO KILLED THE DEER Farrar & Rinehart 


Present day Indian questions, complicated by the good and bad in the treat- 
ment of the Indians, by their rituals, by conflict between the old and the new, pro- 
vide motivating force for this thoughtful novel. Martiniano, an Indian of the South- 
west, has been to "away" school and resists returning to the blanket, refusing to fol- 
low the traditions of his pueblo. He kills a deer and gets into trouble with the 
authorities, so that he is haunted by fear of ill luck touching his personal life. 

But good luck comes with the birth of a boy child, and Martiniano at last accepts his 
place as an Jndian. This is not only his story, but the story of his pueblo, with its 
desire to maintain its integrity, to regain Dawn Lake, to unravel the troubles fomented 
through official lags in treating with the chiefs. Well done. $2.50

The time is Paris, 1922, when the story 
starts, and throughout its length it reflects a devil-may-care-era, easy money, exper- 
imentation with political and social dynamite, Communism in full flood, Fascism a new 
sensation. Threads from previous books are picked up and dropped again, unfinished. 
Nothing is materially forwarded. It emerges as simply another meticulously detailed 
slice of life, with Jallez and Jerphanion, Sammecaud, Sampeyre, -Laulerque and his Mat- 
hilde, Elizabeth Valavert and others crossing and recrossing the stage.

Strong, L. A. G. THE BAY Lippincott 


Dublin Bay background for the life of one Luke Mangen, and as a back- 
Ground it is drawn in strong strokes, with passages of the beauty one associates with 
Strong. The story however seems to me a failure as a novel, and inconclusive as a 
portrait. Luke was an orphan, who counted among his friends his Uncle John, a drunk- 
ard of parts, the barber Martin, a philosophical doctor-mentor, who dies of D T's and 
the woman largerly responsible for raising him, formerly a maid in the family. He 
marries sanctimonious Muriel, victimized by a fanatical father; he has a brief inter- 
lude of idyllic passion with Mary; and after the death of both of them, finds Kathleen 
in time to salvage something of happiness from life. There are sordid bits, unpleas- 
ant bits, bits with the flash of the old Strong - but the story fails to hold the in- 
terest and seems hardly worth the telling. $2.50

Sylvester, Harry DEARLY BELOVED Duell, Sloan & Pearce 


A difficult book to place, bitter, though not inflammatory, not a pretty 
picture of the Roman Catholic Church and its position in human affairs. A Jesuit 
priest brings the idea of fishermen's cooperatives to the Southern Shore of Maryland, 
where colored and white alike have difficulty in disposing of their catch. After a 
tragic beginning, young Cosgrave, a layman, is imported to carry on the education for 
the cooperative and administer it. He finds his values, both personal and objective, 
his ideas and his religion challenged by the situations he encounters. The anti- 
Negro feeling, his encounters with a wealthy nymphomaniac, his futile attempt to save 
a Negro innocent of a crime foisted upon him, all combine to force Cosgrave to leave 
the community, with doubts raised in his mind about his Church and the part played in 
the affairs of which he'd been a witness. The Catholic angle is argued both ways, the 
decision left to the reader, with the implication that the Church is not facing issues 
squarely. The priests are human, understanding, but not of martyr stuff; the commun- 
ity is harsh-lighted for its intolerance. Weigh with care in buying and placing with .

Corbett, Elizabeth THE KIMBALL COLLECTION Appleton-Century 


"The Kimball Collection" was a private collection of classical antiquities 
around which the life interest of elderly Anthony Kimball had centered. It had its 
place in the household which, outside his quarters, was overrun with his grandsons, 
obstreperous small boys, seemingly left to their own devices by his beautiful daughter- 
in-law, whose capacities as mother and housekeeper continually surprised him. There 
are incidents woven into the story that are incredible, even in the slackest of house- 
wives; in fact there are throughout elements never made convincing. Miss Corbett is 
at her best in drawing portraits of elderly people; but in the main this story is not 
up to her best, and its unreality and limping plot hurt the general pattern. $2.50 


Maurois, Andre A TIME FOR SILENCE VY Appleton-Century 


A French novel in the tradition of the early Maurois, a problem story, 
huaan ethics versus social, pleasantly set in the home of a semi-aristocratic, land- 
owning family in the Perigord. The home is that of the Romilly's and their daughter, 
Colette, is in love with the son of an influential family.

Polish Profile was a segment of autobiography, touching upon that part of 
the Princess Sapieha's life dealing with her marriage to a Polish prince, her visit to 
the household of his family, her difficulty in making the adjustment, mentally, em- 
Otionally, to a wholly different way of life and thought. This is a sensitive, enlight- 
ened novel, which has roots in the same background, for it is a story of a rootless, 
uncertain American girl who falls in love with Stash, member of the Polish legation, 
marries him and crosses to Vienna, where he is stationed, there to face the conflict 
of old world and new, the authoritarian conception of the woman's role, the Polish 
stress on a faith which she has never known. The story bridges the period of her nos- 
talgia, her departure for a time, her return when the Hitlerian threat hangs over Aus- 
tria, and they go to Poland, on the eve of war. Stash stays on to fight, in Poland, in 
France, eventually joining her in America where she has leurned to assimilate the val- 
ues of two cultures. An appealing story, though permeated with the irresolution of 


the heroine. The popularity of Polish Profile (and its author) will enhance its sale.

” Good escape reading, in a glamorous, romantic tale of a gay and gifted and 
lovely girl, as Irish as her father, wooed and won by an importunate Southern gentle-

tion. They quarrel, over her loyalty - mispleced he feels - to the Irish paddies, 
bound out to them, and over her thoughtless flinging of her money in his face.

And she accepts the offer of part in- 
terest in the gambling house which the man who won from him was planning for New Or- 
leans. From then on she leads a double life, - at night a singer and hostess in the 
house; by day the quiet widowed mother of a child, until she feels impelled to send 
him away to a convent school.
